We used, sometimes, to think our government weaker than 
a monarchial one; but 
of late we have changed 
our opinion, 
since we see so many of the old countries tried with dissension, 
and some of them with practical revolution. So, as we have just 
peacefully passed through a national election, we are all for Uncle 
Sam. We feel pride in our government “of the people, for the 
people, by the people.” 
No ‘born to rule” monarch would suit 
us at all. 
Now there is Greece. 
It is said to have existed 1000 years 
before Christ came to earth, so that if antiquity counts for any­ 
thing in the way of wisdom, the people ought to know' at least 
enough to govern themselves. But the way they seem to be do­ 
ing it, we of the new dispensation, call it a “back number.” 
When the Rulers of Germany 
kicked over the traces 
of 
common sense and humanity, five years ago, the people of Greece, 
knowing their King Constantine to be a blood relative, inferenti­ 
ally asked him to step down and out. In fact they made it so hot, 
that he felt obliged to go to Switzerland for his health, and he 
is there yet. Then, for a time, they recognized Constantine’s sec­ 
ond son, Alexander, as their Ruler, but he has just died. 
And 
ndw, “in conformity with the constitutional order of succession,” 
the younger brother of King Alexander, King Constantine’s third 
son, Prince Paul, is called to the throne—A TWENTY YEAR 
OLD BOY. 
“How would our people like that?" we asked a friend. The 
answer came back quick: 
“They wouldn’t like it—and they 
wouldn’t have it.” Just so. We are not near so old as Greece, 
but we would not have a twenty year old boy for our President. 
The constitution requires him to be 35 years old. 
Of our 27 
Presidents, Theodore Roosevelt wras the youngest, being only 42 
years old when William McKinley died and he became President. 
And he was one of our wisest men, the author of fifty books on 
all kinds of subj^cs. 
But we give Prince George credit for knowing that he is 
only a “kid, and should not think ol having sense enough for a 
Railer of Greece. 
“The throne does not belong to me," Prince 
Paul declared, “but belongs to my august father, King Constan­ 
tine, and my eldest brother, Prince George, is constitutionally his 
successor. Neither of them ever renounced his rights, but both 
were obliged to leave Greece 
in obedience to their 
supreme 
patriotic duty.” 
It will be remembered that the Ministers in extending the 
effer to Prince Paul, .-aid the Greek Government desired to 
know’ in advance whether King Constantine and Prince George 
would recognize the accession of the younger Prince. 
So there 
you are—the people W’on’t have the father or elder brother, and 
the “kid” knows ne would be no good as a King. 
We have hud only one or twro occasions of trouble in our 
Presidential elections, w’hen the people of the south part of the 
nation wanted to own men, w’ornen and children, the same as 
they did their horses and cows. But, thank God, the nation had 
grown two big and just for this.

We are reminded of the panic in the community in Xenia, a 
couple of years ago, when a number of our citizens lost their lives 
from typhoid fever, and what an earnest el tort was made to 
discover the cause, to put the blame where it belonged. We be­ 
lieve it was generally conceded then that our water supply was 
infected, though often denied, and often re-blamed. 
I hen we 
had the Water Works Company on which to put the blame—now, 
if another like trouble should come, we have only ourselves to 
blame, as “we the people” own the water supply. 
It therefore 
behooves us the more to see that this essential to our existence 
is free from contamination. 
The story of the past two weeks’ epidemic of typhoid fever 
at Salem, Ohio, brought under control by health authorities, was 
told in a statement Sunday from the State Department of Health. 
Pollution of the city water supply by sewage which entered 
through leaks in a tile pipe line conveying water from wells to 
the pumping station caused the outbreak of more than 6,000 
cases of enteritis (inflamation of the small intestines), and 82 
cases of typhoid, the investigators stated. 
Two hours after bacteriological tests of the water had yielded 
evidence of contamination, an engineer left Columbus for Salem, 
taking the chloride disinfection apparatus. 
Residents were ad­ 
vised to boil the water. 
Anti-typhoid vaccine was supplied by 
the State Department. City officials were instructed to abandon 
the tile pipe line, which had been installed in the years before ap­ 
proval of public water supply systems by the State Department 
of Health was required. 
The Salem experience demonstrated the importance of safe­ 
guarding a city water supply against every possible source of 
contamination, however remote the darker may appear to be,” 
said the Health Department’s statement. 
“Numerous other cities in the state have similar systems and 
might at any time be victims of an outbreak. It therefore is 
duty of every community to study its own situation and eliminate 
such dangerous features as leaky gravity lines, cross-connections 
with industrial water supplies, well covers not sealed against sur- 
face contamination and emergency intakes from impure sources.” | thateh' ha’i Vauied the arrestnea^cS!
